A VISITOR FROM SCOTl,AND 

Our Ei^worth I^eague was most for- 
tunate in having such, an interesting 
sjieaker at its weekly meeting on Feb 
ruary 19th, and the l.t'rgesf crowd so 
far this sea.s<in turned out to enjoy a 
very interesting and much discussed 
address by Miss Annie E. Grant, who 
had been a visiting nurse and official 
interpreter to the Glasgow, Scotland, 
Mission to the Deaf, from 1923 to 
1927, and who came out to (^^nada 
just a year ago. It was her intention 
to spend a while with her married sis- 
ter in Toninto, and then return to the 
land of the heather, but was so ena- 
mored over the possibilities in this 
city th.at she has decided to stay here, 
much to our delight, for she is a very 
intelligent, sweel-natured and lovable 
young lady, and coming in the wake 
of our gifted interpreter, Mrs. J. R. 
Byrne. As the deaf over in Bonnie 
Scotl.and have signs quite different 
from ours and use the double-hand 
alphal)ets inore regularly, Mi.ss Grant 
thought it would be to our advantage 
to have Mrs. Byrne interpret for her 
for once, so the latter cheerfully 
obliged. After referring to her great 
pleasure in Iwing with and her desire 
to a.s.sist us in any way, she went on 
to desi ril)e how our brother deaf were 
progressing beyond the Atlantic. The 
Glasgow mission was originally found- 
ed a hundred years ago, but did not 
gain much in name or usefulness until 
fifty .years ago, when the Rev. John 
Henderson became interested in their 
welfare, so at once threw in his whole 
lot to lalx)r among them and became 
universally known as the greatest Iwne- 
factor of the deaf in all Scotland, and 
more esix^ially in Glasgow. Here 
this Rev. gentleman lalxired unce.is- 
ingly, lK)th spiritually and socially, and 
was the leading spirit in bringing this 
missicm into the calcium glare of Scot- 
land. This mission attends to the 
wants of nearly a thousand of the deaf 
in Gla.sgow and west Scotland. 

In Glasgow there are inore than five 
htmdred who belong to this mis.sron, 
having their own clubs, s<Kietics, .sew- 
ing cliissj's, and attenfl ineetings where 
domestic science, hygiene, nursing anti 
all branches of useful occuixition are 
taught, simila/ to our own. Have 
sports, chiefly football, field hwkey 
and Badminton, have an insurance 
scKiety, and outside mission stations, 
l)oy and girl guides. All are t.uight 
strongly again.sl the dangers of alco- 
holism, and today there are very few 
deaf "drunks ' over there. Miss Grant 
w.is originally a traino<l nurse, and 
when she was first sent out to nurse 
a deaf couple .she Iwcame so interested 
in their welfare that she at once threw 
in her whole lot with the deaf, becom- 
ing their beloved "Florence Nightin- 
K.ile" and "Annie Eraser Byrne." As 
she lalxired among them hir services 



became more indispensable iind her 
heart and soul are still longing for her 
silent and loved ones left behind. After 
laboring unceasingly for over fifty 
years, the Rev. John Henderson was 
obliged to retire, due to old age and 
infirmity, for he is now over eighty, 
but he is still beloved and calletl the 
"Grand old man of the deaf of Scot- 
land." On June 21st, 1929, the Pres- 
bytery of Glasgow, ordained the Rev. 
George Nicholson to the charge of the 
Deaf of Glasgow and West Scotland 
including the imjxirtant centres of 
ICdinburgh and Dundee, to succeed the 
venerable Rev. John Henderson, and 
now Rev. Mr. Nicholson is working on 
diligently to keep up the good work 
among our fellow deaf. In her re- 
marks, Mi.ss Grant said that there Are 
from 80 to 100 deaf ixwple living in 
Hamilton, Scotland, which ciused one 
in the audience to burst out with 
'What's wrong with our neighboring 
city of that name?" followed by much 
laughter. As a finale to her very 
interesting lecture Miss Grant rendered 
"Rock of Ages" in the Scottish tieaf 
language, that was charming and inspi- 
ing. Convenor H. W. Rolierts called 
for a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
which was heartily given.

Cocoanut Oil 



For many years past the world's 
production of animal fats has been 
steadily diminishing. Lack of such 
fats spelled famine in Kurope during 
the war, when great quantities of 
them were withdrawn from human 
u.se to make glycerine for high 
explosives. 

Kven now, and in this country, 
there is an insufficiency of animal 
fats (as indicated by the price of 
butter), and *to make good the 
shortage cocoanut oil is being im- 
ported in enormousquantities. Dur- 
ing the best year .'<4.S, 7.17,91.1 
pounds of this oil werebrouKht into 
the Unitetl States. 

The oil is largely used as a cook- 
ing fat, but also in the manufacture 
of nut butter, candles, soap and 
cosmetics. It is said to be an 
excellent .substitute forceKlliver oil. 
being highly digestible and with 
the advantage of an agreeable flave>r. 
At orelinary temperatures ce>coanut 
oil is a white, butterlike solid. 

The raw "meats" are dried in the 
sunbeforeshipment from the tropical 
countries where cocoanufs are grown . 
In this shape the material is called 
copra. The oil is extracted by 
powerful hvdiaulic presses, the 
yield being 65 to 70 per cent, of the 
weight of the copra.

The National Research Council is 
a co-operative organization of ex- 
perts in their special fields. It was 
established in 1916 by the Academy 
of Sciences at the request of Presi- 
dent Wilson as a means of National 
preparedness. This was done uneler 
its Congfressional charter approved 
by President Lincoln in 1863, which 
provided that the "Academy shall, 
whenever called upon by any de- 
partment of the government, inves- 
tigate, experiment and report on any 
subject of Science and Art." This 
Academy under this provision acts, 
as "official adviser" to the govern 
met. 

During both the Civil and the 
World Wars it gave valuable assis- 
tance to the National Administration, 
and performed signal service in 

organizing the national resources 
of the country during the war." 

So valuable were its services that 
President Wilson realized theelesii- 
ability of using them duri.ng pe.ace 
times as well. Accordingly he 
made the Council a permanent body 
by an executive oreler, signed Max 
11, 1918. Under the permanent 
organization adopted theadniinistra 
five work is carried on by a small 
group of officers and an Executive 
Board, who call upon men and 
women experts in their various lines 
of etideavor for assistance when 
necessary or desirable. 

The Council itself is c«tnpos».d of 
eleven major divisions organized in 
two groups — the one Science and 
Technology, composing seven divi 
sions.^and (he other. General Rela- 
tions, comprising four divisions. 

The financial support of the 
administrative work ot the Council 
comes from a gift of $5,000,000 to 
the National Academy by the 
Carnegie Foundation of New York 
Other gifts have been aiUled for 
specific purposes that increa.se the 
re.sources of the Council. 

The Research Council itself is 
described as "an organization de- 
sig:ned to bring together scattered 
work anel workers, assist in co-or- 
elinating scientific attack upon larj;e 
problems in any anel all lines of 
scientific activity, especially ui>oii 
those problems that de()end for 
successful solution upon several or 
many workers representing different 
realms in which various parts of a 
single problem may lie." 

Its purpose is to bring together 
experts who shall 'plan modes to 
attack in consielering specific 
scientific subjects and problems 
urgently needed fe)r soulion and to 
undertake to find men and means 
for carrying out the plan." 

The work of the council tnat 
affects us and in which we are vit- 
ally interested comes under the 
Division of Aiithrope)loKV ami Psy 
chology, of which Dr. Knight Dum 
lap of Johns Hopkins University is 
the Chairman. In 1924 this Divi- 
sion had a committee on Tractical 
Interpretation of Oral Speech anel 
Vocal Control by the Deaf, which 
investigated the possibilities of 
communicating to the deaf by 
means of vibrational stimulus. 

In the same year, 1924-25, the 
Council suf>ervised a survey of 
schools for the deaf, the suggestion 
for suchsurvey coming from the 
conference of superintendents and 
principals and financed by the I/.iura 
Spellman Rock feller Memorial Fuiul 
through the Research Council. 

These two circumstances aroused 
the interest of the Council and when 
the Committee on Tractical Inter 
pretation gave its report in 19J7 and 
asked to be excused,, it led to tlu 
consideration of the advisability of 
"a survey of the research iieeils and 
opjmTunities in the whole field of tht 
care and training of the deaf." 

Accordingly, with financial assis- 
tance, secured through the same fund, 
a conference on "Problems of the 
Deaf" was held in Washington in tht 
year 1928. Membership was limit 
ed and com|>ose<i of representatives 
of schools and organized bodies 
working with the deaf and the 
hard of hearing, and of the profes- 
sional and scientific men interested 
in problems connee-ted with deafness, 
either in its treatment or relief 
Dr. Knight Dunlap presided. 

This conference rece^gnized that 
there was little or no hrganized 
knowledge of basic problems pf the 
deaf and the hard of hearing and re 
commended the appointment of a 
committee to formulate a program 
for investigating certain pre^Meins in 
connectiun with the deaf. 

Among these were: U.S.. u..... ,^ 
of instruments sold and used for the 
education of the deafened child; 
methods of measuring the deaf ami 
the hard of hearing; curicula follow- 
ed in schtHilsfor the deaf; experimen- 
tal adjustment of the deaf; and 
several other subjects. 

The appointment of a committee 
l>v the Research Council of six fol- 
lowed the recommendation. Dr. 
Rudolph Pintner was made chair- 
man. The committee inclndeel Dr. 
Hall of Gallandet College and Dr. 
Harris Taylor of New York, repre- 
senting the educational institutions 
of the deaf. 

This ce>mmittee proceeded to cany 
out the work by naming ten sub-com- 
mittees to ronsider the feMlowjng sub- 
jee-ts: On Cajwcitv and .Achievement 
Tests; On Curricula; On I 
and Sexrial Adjustment; On N i 

c.il .Aids: On Nursery Schejols; On 



blems of the Deafened; On Substitutes 
for Sound; On Surveys; On Training 
of Teachers. 

A second conference was called to 
hear the reports from these sub-com- 
mittees. The meetings were held in 
the Academy of Science building in 
Washington, February 1 and 2, 
1929. 

There were sixty-seven members 
invited- to this conference, of which 
about 60 responded. Schools for 
the deaf were represented by 18 
members. The others came from 
the field of Psychology, Anthrop 
ology, Physiologoy, Otology and 
Laryngology, Physics, Kducational 
Psychology and organizations of the 
hard of hearing. The deaf them- 
selves were represented by three 
men, and the hard of hearing had a 
number of representatives. 

As explained by Dr. Dunlap him- 
self, the conference was not there 
to do things or elecide one thing 
against another, but he said. "What 
theCe)mmmittee is trying to do is not 
to settl* any que.stion but to supprtvss 
opinions and go after facts." The 
questions for the e-ommittees to 
settle were these: First: What is 
there in the field that we don't 
know and that is unquestionably 
useful to know? Seconel: What 
particular ones are there that seem 
practicable lo clear up and which 
cenild be answered? In a word, the 
whole purpose was to outline the 
problems of tesearch and unite them 
into a final collection. 

.•Vfter the fe)rni»l opening of the 
conference and an address of wel- 
come by Vice-President Dawes, two 
days were spent in discussion of re- 
ports from the sub-committes and 
for the most part their suggestions 
were aelonted 

Audit was finally recommended, 
that tht Natiemal Research Coun- 
cil be requested to e.satblish in the 
Division of Anthropology and Psy- 
chology a small advisory committee 
with the continuing personnel, 
which shall, ior a peri.,d of five 
years, endeavor to forward in all 
ways the carrying out the cenife- 
rence's recommendations, and 
which shall serve as a center of co- 
ordination for the various organiza- 
tions, institutions, proups and in- 
dividuals which ni;>x -— ■■■ •< 

work." 

It wenild take too loii^i to enu- 
merate the recommendations made 
and adopted. To some it seems that 
the more important were: tho.^e 
proposing the establishment of. an 
experimental nursery scheiol for the 
study of problems relating to deaf- 
ness in all its phases, educational 
physical, and psychological; .survey 
of te.achers. draining centers and 
of all persons engaged in the care 
and training of the deaf; surveys 
of curricula; the study of the oral 
methods of teaching, of in lus 
trial training, and a survey of the 
results of school instruction to 
determine why some pupils leave 
school and lo what extent pupils 
have profited by the in.struction 
and training received. 

The work of the conference finish- 
ed with the recommendation made. 
It remains now for the council to a|)- 
proveandif it does, to find the means 
of carrying out the researches along 
lines suggested and approved by the 
committees. 

It is certain that if all this infor- 
mation can be collected, formulated 
and analyzed it will have a far 
reaching influence on the status and 
education of the deaf. 

Incidental to the meeting w< 
few things noted. I was surprised 
at the lar^e number of baid of hear- 
ing persons present. Nearly all 
had instruments to aid ihem. Dr. 
Berry, a neUed otolgist, was himself 
hard of hearing and had to nse a 
elpvice to aid him. Dr. Dunlap is 
also very hard of hearing and had 
to get elown from the i)Iattorm near 
the speaker to hear persons in the 
audience at time^i and h;id h n,.,, .,t 
his elbow to assist him 

Curiously enough the icuii hard 
of hearing" did not suit most of 
those so classed and in the discussion 
that came updifferenttechnit-al terms 
were suggested to imiicate the 
elegree of deafness, whether total or 
partial. Where the hearing was 
iUfficient to he of some valu" the 
aeljeHtive"hypacousic" was sugge'st- 
ed and the hvnacoiisic individuals, 
those, nsuallv relerred to as "har.l ,,t' 
hearing." be calletl "hvparon 
Roth deafness and hypacousic wei\ 
described as "auditory defects " 
The loss of normal hearing, onci 
possessenl bv the individuals, is pro 
oerlv described as "audttorv impair- 
ment" and individuals, whose hear 
inif has l»een signifitantlv impaired 

are described as "deafened

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Our Japanese Visitor 

Mr. GensuKi <js<:>ne, of the Osaka 
City School for the Deaf, Japan, visit- 
ed our school this week. He came in 
Friday of last week and remained with 
us until Wednesday of this week, and 
we hope he took with him as pleasant 
memories and as fine an impression of 
us and our school as he left with us 
of himself. 

There are eighty schools in Japan for 
the deaf. The deaf population is 
ahwut 50,000. Education in Japan is 
compulsory, but the law does not apply 
to the deaf. Abf>ut seventy per cent 
of the deaf childen are in .sch<x>l, and 
it Is the hope of Mr. Osone that the 
law will soon be made to apply to 
the deaf also. 

The crjmbined system is used in the 
education of the deaf, but the oral 
method is becoming more generally 
used. They have no manual alpha- 
bet, and conventional signs are freely 
used. 

In 187.^ the first school for the deaf 
in Japan was founded by Tashiro Fur- 
ukawa, who was the first educator of 
the deaf in Japan in. In 1878 the 
Osaka school was «- ' " ' d by Gohei 
Godai. This is th< with which 

our visitor is connected, of which he 
is vice-princi[>al. In this school 
there are now 334 students enrolled, 
with thirty teachers. There are three 
grades in the school: Kindergarten for 
two years; Elementary course for six 
years, and Vocational Training course 
for five years. In the last course, sew- 
ing, dressmaking, tailoring and wood- 
working are taught, with general in 
struction in other home industries,

Tashiro Furukawa, is the De I'Epee 
and Gallaudet of Japan. He devised 
ihe sign-language, and organized the 
first schfxjl for the deaf in Japan.
